


As of 1/16, Chicago’s travel order will move to a two-tier system.
Every state but Hawaii is currently in the orange tier. A 10-day
quarantine or pre-arrival negative test result (with precautions) is
required.

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Provider Enrollment: building vaccinating

- 35 acute and specialty care hospitals
